The cat is In many respects the 
most Interesting of nll our domes- 
tle animals, It differs from almost 
all the other domestic animals in 
two respects, (a) Its ancestors 
were not grogarious. (b) It ta 
nocturnal, 

The cow, the horse, the dog, and 
the sheep are all belonging to 
uregarious groups and go, about in 
This in one sense means 
that they will take eto domestica- 
tion much more casily than animals 
which are solitary—in fact they 
are by their very gregariouaness 
half domesticated already. Any 
person who hag tried to, tame birda 
will have noticed how. much more 
ensy it 1s to tame birds of the finch, 
parrot, or starling class which go 
about .in flocks, than birds lke 


hawk#, and saglos, © which 
solitary and carnivorous. 

Then In ‘addition to being solitary 
and \cnrnivorous tho cat ia ‘noc- 
turnal. Wo might almost any that 
it'la the only nocturdl animal 
which hna:beon domeaticated.. 

And In “fact this Is one of tho, 
rensons why [t ja really not a 
domostic animal at all, Truce, It 
deeuples the house, but it has no 
manners. It takes the most com- 
fortable chair in the room; It 
monopolises the best place in front 
of tho fire; it stents the food off tho 
table; it woes out at.night whon it 
should be watching at home; and 
{t produces progeny qulte roxard- 
loss of the propricties or tho 
purity of tho line of descent. 
Yor this reason it ean hardly bo 
said to have any distinct species. 
The animal ts just the domeatic 
ent, though out of politencss we 
may call our neighbour's cat a 
Persian, a-Sinmese, «a Manx or 
what not—ns the case may be. 

There {s possibly another rea- 
son for tho lack of specific varioty 
~-the recentness of initial domes- 
ticntion. , Most of the other 
domestic ‘animals stem to havo 
“hoon tamed by neolithic man: the 
cnrlleat wo hear of the ‘cat Is in 


Egypt 600 B.C. or thercabouts.. 


No doubt the chatoyansy of the 
eyes did it, with thoir look of In- 
scrutable wisdom. The owl had 
the game attraction in . Athona 
where no higher compliment could 
be paid to her patron goddess 
than to call her ‘owl-oyed,’ 

The present volume {3 a study

No doubt when the cat Is pro- 
perly studied our docfors will find | 
that just as the rat, the louse and 
the flen have added their quota | 
of discaao to the human family so, 
the cat la also probably respon- 
sible for its. share, Some of the 
diseases which were unknown. to 
pulacolithic and neolithic man but: 
which trouble us so much to-day ! 
may have been added by thls last 
effort of apotheosis and domes- 
tiention in the animal kingdom.

More Ropetition

What !s fundamontally not Aristo- 
tellan, nor indeed in any sense 
Hollenic, in this philosophy {3 tho 
doctrine of revelation.. Divine 
rovelation surpasses human real- 
son, Tho principles St teaches 
are articles of faith snd not at- 
tained by argument. Thoy aro 
not received from other sclencas 
but come direct from God, ‘im- 
madiate a Doo por rovolatignom.’

This Is not Greek, nor is it modern. 
It js the intellectualized echo of 
the old prophetic watchword, “Thus 
siulth the Lord.’

Aristotle was no post, but at least 
he had written the Poetics, so it is 
pleasant to find the pocts speak- 
Ing well of him. 

Hellenic Influence 

Thus in two notablo instances, In 
the Alexandrine Platonists and in 
the work of Thomas Aquinas, the 
Hellenic influenoe on Christianity is 
evidert and of evident value. Wo 
must not Jook for It in the Reforma- 
tion; the quicter volees are hardly 
audible amid the clamour’ of con- 
troversy. In. no century has the 
Christian religion been more close- 
Sy Involved in historfeal conditions 
thon in the sixteenth, but such 
‘epochs aro not congenial to philoso- 
phy ‘and = diopnasionate thinking. 
Yet oven of the age of the Reform- 
ord It fs well to remember that tho 
Rovival of Learning kad been pra- 
paratory to thelr ewn movement; 
that Erasmus declared, ‘I have given 
up my whole soul to Greek learn: 
fing’; that when mon heard John 
Colet thoy declared {t was Ike lis- 
tening to. Plato himsolf; and that 
thore was something recognizably 
Greck In the sanity and the sonse 
of proportion that characterize the 
mind of our own judicious Hookor.

| the course of each-year the community is given an involuntary 

opportunity: for marking time and taking stock in the ‘period: 
between the Western and the Chinese New Year. More even than 
during Christmastide is-there ample time. for. meditation on the 
vast: and for speculation of the future. This year will not only prove 
the usual rule but will add to the spirit of quiotude by reason of the 


“tnet. tKat the Chinese New Year will also synthronise unfortunately 


with “the dephrture of: His Excellency the Governor for “Sunny 
Singapore” and the “rubber and tin” atmosphere. ‘of “Malaya. 


Changes are unsettling for the individual and the- community, 
but-they’ are inevitable’ and beyond’ the power of man to avert. 
“Man proposes and God disposes” no less as regards the destiny 
of.a Coleny.than an individual. The interregnum between the de- 
parture of one Governor and the arrival of. his‘ successor, however, 
need not be regarded as so much mis- spent or wasted time. 
Governors, may come and Governors: may go, but. the work of. the 
administration must go on. The affairs of the -Colony- must: be 
conducted as if-no change was imminent or actual. The unsettled 
fecling must be counter-acted by each member"of the community, 
high and low, “doing his bit” to promote the common weal—to.make 
the departing head of the Colony feel that his regime has not al- 
together been in,vain and to impart to whoever may be his successor 
the sentiment that: he has been appointed to a post which it is a 
great honour. to fill’ In the interregnum there must be the maxi- 
mum of efficiency with the minimum of discord if the truest regard 
and respect are to obtain for the. representative of His Majesty the 
King; departing or coming. 

Apart from the question of the Governorship of the Colony, 
consideration must be-given in the marking time between the 
Western New Year and the Chinese New Year to those things that 
can Best profit the community n3 a whole. Following ir the wake of 
the rush and the hustle of the previous eleven months, there is time 
‘to consider, for instance, trade opportunities that may have been 
neglected and to plan how best that neglect may be retrieved in the 
year that is ahead of us, Trade will not come to a merchant any 
more than news to a reporter--he must go after it: he must him- 
self explore fresh avenues: he must himself devise: ways and means 
of improving upon any antiquated and unprofitabla methods adopt- 
ed in the past: he must cater for the demand from the customer's 
angle and not from the manufacturer’s alone. : 

To wait for better times for trade in South China—and do no- 

thing else but wait—is mercly to emphasise the lack of initiative 
‘and to condemmr oneself for not making the best possible use of the 
marking time afforded between "now and tho Chinese New 
Year. In tradal affairs, no less than in internatidnal, the spirit of 
concord can achieve much. A pleasant salesman is an asset to his 
firm: an importer or exporter who personally studies his customers 
and their wants, and oven their whimsicalities, is an assct to him- 
self and to the whole commercial life of the Colony. . , 
: It is readily conceded that it is easy very easy—to preach and 
harder still to practise in the midst of tho trials and difficultios that 
beset tke merchant fromaday to day. But “the daily round, tho dally 
task” of maintaining and expanding trade, cag. be freed of much of 
its anxieties if the greatest possible advantage istgken of the pre- 
sent marking. timd, As the individual prospors, s0 does’ ‘tha Colony, 
as \ whole, and that is the ambition of all -hbre..

Children attending olementary 
sehools in Great Britain receive 
mtical attention from the State 
from “th age of fivé, when they 
start school life until they leave at 
14, but no provision exists for thelr 
medical needs from birth until they 
reach the school-going age. 

This snomaly in social organiza- 

tion ix vigorously commented on 
by ‘Sir George Newman, Chief 
Medien! Officer of the Bonrd of 
Education, in his annual report for 
1928. ' 
‘ Qne-quarter to one-third. of ‘the 
children entering elementary 
schools need medical attention. In 
many cases it is then too late to 
save the victims from ‘the burden 
of disease and defect which often 
hampers them throughout their 
lives. , ‘ 

Sir George Newman Insists that 
the problem must be solved, for 
chtldren are “the builders of the 
new world.” 

Slr George Newman further em- 
phasizes that the speed and strain 
of modern lite is producing an in- 
creasing number of mentally defec- 
tive offspring. 

He combuts tho notion that 
sterilization of mentally defective 
persons would result in an appre- 
ciable reduction of mental de- 
ficiency, because the majority of 
mentally defective children are not 
the offspring of mentally deficient 
parents, = 

The remedy is rather to be 
found, as far as children are con- 
cerned, in more attention .to the 
pre-school child and physical 
culture.

gentle cornerwork at quite low 
speeds. There could hardly be a 
worse specification for ripping 
rubber off tyre trends. Up to 
date my set, of Dunlops have done 
about 6,000 miles, and are prac- 
tically equal to new. This experi- 
ence aceords with several recent 
experiences pointing in the same 
direction. All my recent cars 
have been renlly fast, and have 
been driven rather faster than 
the average owner cares to drive; 
and on all of them Dunlops have 
registered a completely sntisfac- 
tory mileage in spite of somewhat 
ruthless usaye, including that mild 
under-inflation which is a conces- 
ston to comfort on modern roads.

Recently 
they havo ovolved n most extra- 
ordinarily + ingenious tosting 


machine. They omploy this 
machine for the simplo reason 
that much timo is required for a 
road test to destruction of any 
now tyre which they may - hope 
will survive 20,000 miles of road 
work, The mnchine can be run 
day and night continuously, and 
ao uchiove the equivalent of a 
20,000-mile tost much more swift- 
ly than ony driver or relays of 
drivers: could hope to go. It has 
now been . adjusted to such af 
nicety that it reproduces the 
effects of road test under a variety 
of conditions with almost mathe- 
matical precision. In other words, 
if the engincers desire to teat the 
wear of a tyre at 60 mph. for 
twenty-four hours, and test two 
sets of covers on the machine and 
at Brooklands. track respectively, 
the difference In the two acts of 
resulés will not exceed three or 
four per ‘cent. The machine can 
be act to execute and reproduce 
tests on rough roads, wet ronds, 
dusty roads, tests of acceleration, 
wheel apin, tests ‘at high toempera- 
tures, and a host of other items. 
Sv the Dunlop engineera know 
what thelr tyres can do. And 
wher a faulty cover, or alleged 
faulty cover, is returned to them, 
or is detected under’ test. they 
know precisely why it has failed; 
nnd their verdict,.as sent to the 
consumer, can be trusted. For 
they are honest people. They are 
out to manufacture the beat tyre 
in the world; and if (as'J think) 
they have already attained that 
ideal, they are out to beat their 
own best. They are olso sound 
business people; - and they know 
that it is..farn more expensive to 
incur the hostility of s customer 
who is dissatisfied (with or with- 
out reason) than to present him 
with 2 set of covers gratis, or to 
sell him a replacement set at 
cost price, or leas than cost price. 

There was unquestionably 1 
period when the tyre }ndustry sold 
a grent.many bad tyyes, and met 
all ‘complaints fro; customers 
with accusations Sf under-infia- 
tion: but th iod ended long 
nage. I personally feel the most 
entire confidence In the modern 
Dunlop product; and 1 pay full 
retail price for my tyres, in order 
to be quite certain that .I sm 
using’ the ordinary commercial 
article, which I obtain through 
the ordinary -sources—R. E.

Carbon Dioxide Compressors 
from an operating and construction- 
al point of viow thero fs B° declded 
nimilarlity between both ammonia and 
carbon dioxide compressors. 

The marked difference in pressures, 
however, often requires soparate con- 
sideration in regard to lubrleatlon, 

For such machinery. the lubricant 

should be a straight mincral off having 
enyentially tho same characteristics o8 
for a dry ammonia compression sys- 
tem; ,such as low pour test, and a 
viscosity ranging from 100 to 300 
scconda Saybolt at 100 degreca Fahr., 
dependent ‘upon operating conditlons 
and the pressures involved. . 
. Cylinder temperatures In a carbon 
dioxide compressor ure usually some- 
what higher than in an ammonin com- 
pressor, due to the higher pressures 
which will prevail. 

It is intercatIng to know that 
mineral olf has no affinity for carbon 
dioxide, hence there is little or no pos- 
sibility of its being carried over into 
the condenser unless it is atomised. 
This lntter is not likely to occur, how- 
ever, when the oll is suited to the re- 
quirements, and the machine has Deen 
properly designed.

On the other hand, to insure against Of all the nolses associated with 


any oi! whatsoever passing over inte 
the system, an oil trap is usually in- 
atalled in the discharge Ine from the 
compressor. | 

Stuffing boxes are bullt similar to 
those on a double-acting ammonia com- 
pressor, with the exception that tho 
higher pressures involved require 
more compartments to prevent lenkage. 

Force-feod lubrication is the usual 
means provided for serving the piston 


rod and) maintsining an sidcquate 


stuffing box scal. The snme lubricatar 
usually serves the compressor valves 
and piston as well. The feeding of a 
suitable amount of lubricant to the 
stuffing box prevents loss of gas. 

The lubricator must be very care 
fully adjusted at all times, however, 
the same ns for an ammonia machine, 
since the {ceding of an excessive sup- 
ply of oil will often result in a certain 
amount of St passing to the gas relict 
ine and thence Into the system. 

Ethyl And Methyl Chlorides 

Lubrication of cthyl and methyl 
chloride compressors is usually carricd 
out with highly refined mineral oils. 
although .chemically pure glycerine ot 
ethylene glycol cat also be employed. 
The former afford effective tubrication 
provided they are kept out of contact 
with the refrigerants when they are in 
liquid form. 

Where such contnet occurs, more OF 
Jess solution will result. There fs but 
little probability-of this happening, 
however, if the compressors are proper- 
ly designed ‘and constructed. In vas 
porous state these refrigerants have 
but a2 alight tendency to dilute a petro- 
feum product. 

Glycerine and glycol aro practically 
Ynsoluble in both ethyl and methyl 
chlorides when these are in liquid form; 
therefore, they can be safely used in 
equipment where ther¢d may bo prob: 
ability of contact occurring between 
the refrigerant In liquid form and tha 
lubricant. 

Compressors of both the reciprocat- 
Inge and rotary types oro used in sys 
tems employing these chemicals. In 
the former, the essential principles of 
splash lubrication arc Involved. is 

In rotary compressors the lubricant 
gocs through a continuous cycle, pass- 
Ing first to the bearings ‘nt each end 
of the machine and. thence vin ducts to 
the bearing compartments. Tho rotor 
blades, pick the iubricant up at this 
stage and carry it into the cylinders, 
from whence it is discharged with tho 
d¢ompressed gan to the condenser and 
separator. 5 

In the latter, tho Jubricant, being 
the heavier, is separated from the re- 
frigerant. From the separator, it is 
ngeain forced to the compressor, to be- 
gin thg cycle anew. Tho flow of lubri- 
eant ja noted by means of tho sight 
feed equipment or bull’s-eyes which ara 
generally installed in the circulating 
system, y 

Hydrb-Carbon Refrigerants 

In order to effectively lubricate com- 
preasors using hydro-carbon refriger- 
ants, a lubricant must be sclected that 
holds the refrigerant in solution as 
little as possible. Bfedium — viscosity 
Mineral ails of a high degree of refine- 
ment are suitable for such service, a6 
are alro certain glycerine blends such 
an glycol. 

Sulphur Dloxlde Machiniry 

Sulphur dloxido Is another refrigerant 
whoro machinery requires careful solee- 
tion of the Jubricant. Only the higheat 
erodo of mineral cll can be used, for 
like some othor low pressure chemicals 
sulphur dioxldo han a decided affinity 
for certain of the hydrocarbon com- 
ponenta found’ in ordinary  mincral 
lubricants. It In entirely possible to 
apecinily treat. minoral oils of medium 
viscosities to remove the component 
parts affected by sulphur dloxide and

- When the 
average motorist drives a Rolls- 
Royce or a double-six Daimler for 
the first time, the “patter” of the 
tyres at 40 m.p.h. or 60 imp.h. is 
a most pleasing sound. And al- 
though the almost uncanny silence 
of the engine is a tribute to the 
efficiency and success of the auto- 
of the 
tyres is sometimes classified o5 o 
noise rather than ‘as a pleasant 
sound. : 

Some engine starters perform 
their work in ghostly fashion. In, 
the garage one may carclosaly rest 
a kneo or elbow against the instru- 
ment board and go cloac the awitch 
accidentally; quite a lot of current 
has been used up in this way when 
the movements of other cars in the 
vicinity have made It impossible to 
detect the slight nolae made by the 
starter. But the Bendix drive docs 
not healtate to Indicate the closing 
of the awitch; immediately the but- 
ton is pressed, accidentally or 
ptherwiae, there is convincing proof 
of a fully charged battery.

Education 


It is probable that if a water 
supply had been available for the 
New Terrltorles in tho carly part 
of the year, many cropa might have 
beon saved. By personal observa- 
tion, wo havo come to belleve that 
at Hittle expense, conslderable quan- 
tities of water might be conserved, 
and be ready for use in ‘times of 
drought, If the Government would 
take up this matter, it would pro- 
bably be of immense value to the 
Tertltories, and might oven benefit 
Hong Kong during periods of 
exceptional drought. . 


The proposed Association . wauld 
amongst other things, alm to plant 
trees; and a suggestion will be made 
to the Government to grant the 
Assovintion rights over some hills 
80 that pine or fir plantation might 
be made.. In due course, these 
plantations may possibly becomo a 
source of Income as well as of inter- 
est in agricultural education. The 
Association aims to include in Its 
objective such education, because 
membors of the Show Committee 
renlise the value of modern methods 
and of the introduction .of plants 
and seeds from other parts of the 
world. ‘Experiments could be made 
on the hills in planting~other trees 
in such a way as to put overything 
ultimately on a paying basis, the 
proceeds of which will be devoted to 
rural education. 


Government Help 


Your Excellency suggested this 
subject two years ngo and it must 
be gratifying to you to know that 
this Is bearing fruit in the minds of 
the people, and it may be anticipated 
that with Government assistance, 
this work mny be encouraged 
throughout the Territories. In. the 
early stages, it is impossible to 
achieve any apprecinble results 
without some assistance. 


The Government has helped each 
year by erecting the matshed. The 
committee carnestly hope that the 
Government will also give an 
annunl contribution towards the 
gencral work of the Association, and 
In future the Show or Fair will be 
one of the activities of the Asaocin- 
tion. 

Before closing we should not omit 
to montion the most valued services 
of Mr. Fraser and the kindly inter- 
est which Mr, Green has bestowed 
on the work of the Show, for all 
of which the Committee wish to 
record their thanks. 

H.E.’s Reply

I note what you, Mr. Wells, have 
sald about the necessity for improv- 
ing the water supply in the Now 
Territories during times of drought, 
and I fully agree with you that In- 
quirics should be made as to the 
poasibility of Improving and extond- 
Ing tho syatem of irrigation in the 
Now Territorles. Much has al- 
ready been! achlevad by the vil- 
Ingora, but I‘am confident that 
moder sclonco could utilis our 
water resources to oven grenter ‘ad- 
vantage, This is a matter which 
which might well bo discuarod be- 
tween the villnge elders and -the 
District OMeor, nnd aftor. thnt the 
asaistance of the Director of Public 
Works will, no doubt,. be gladly 
kfven.
